Tex., Dec. TI.-—Admin­ 
istrators or executioners 
of estates 
were requested today by Mr. VY. K. 
Seizor, manager of the Fort Worth 
field 
office of the 
Social 
Security 
Board, to ascertain whether the es­ 
tate they 
represent 
is entitled to a 
single cash payment 
under the old-. 
age insurance program, of the Social 
Security Act. 
“Many such claims are filed long 
after the estates have lawn closed,” 
said Mr. Seizer, “because some admin­ 
istrators and executors are unaware 
that benefits are due, and therefore 
neglect to file claims during the pro­ 
cess of administration. It is difficult 
to p a y , these claims after the estate 
has been closed, and reopening the ad­ 
ministration incurs additional cost to 
the persons entitled to the benefit.

for single cash benefits to he paid af­
